r 1s beginning to be seen, by everybody except the old-school politicians, 
| that the people can take a hand in politics when they like. The office- 
seekers of the old-time ‘‘ practical sort’ are slow to learn this lesson, 
Men like Evarts and Hiscock are still only too ready to dance to the pip- 
ing of a manager like ‘*‘ Me Too” Platt; to do his bidding and help to 
elect his creatures, although they know that his ends are selfish, his means 
corrupt, and his influence and example in every way objectionable to the 
people. No doubt Messrs, Evarts and Hiscock—honest men, personally 
—deplore the necessity of serving such a man as Platt—of associating 
themselves with him and of assisting him to play ducks and drakes with 
the people’s money—but they accept the necessity. It is to them a neces- 
sity of ‘practical politics.” Platt is the Republican manager or boss in 
the State of New York. If they wish to be loyal to their party, they 
must be loyal to Platt. If Platt makes up a ticket and tells them to work 
and to vote for it, they see no choice but to obey his orders. That it is 
their first duty to obey and be loyal to the honest people of this State has 
not yet become clear to them. 
* ’ * 

Here in the City of New York we are engaged in teaching the prac- 
tical politicians a lesson. The occasion is the election of a District 
Attorney. In 1884 Mr. Randolph B. Martine was elected to that post. 
The chief of his assistants was Mr. De Lancey Nicoll. With energy, 
courage, perseverance and firm intelligence, these two men have accom- 
plished a wonderful work in the successful prosecution and thorough punish- 
ment of a number of the practical politicians who have been robbing the 
city for many years. ‘‘ Practical” Jaehne, ‘‘ Practical” McQuade and 
‘* Practical” O’Neill are in Sing Sing for selling their aldermanic votes 
for bribes; and Jacob Sharp, who was the ablest practical politician of 
them all, though his colleagues never openly boasted of him as one of the 
profession, is, we hope, on his way there. This work has pleased the 
people. They see in it an earnest of the purification of those practical 
politics which are taxing our citizens out of house and home. Naturally, 
it does not please the politicians. The local leaders of the Democratic 
party, for instance, are aware of the fact that if all the bribe-takers and 
bribe-givers are sent to Sing Sing very few of their own members will be 
left in New York. 

* ** 

They were, therefore, quite willing, when the question of nomina- 
tions came up this year, to offer Mr. Martine a judgeship, thereby get- 
ting him out of his present position. But, Mr. Marcine being promoted, 
it followed, in the regular order of things, that Mr. Nicoll should take 
his place. But this did not please the politicians. It meant the active 
prosecution of the bribery cases; it meant the sending to jail of Cleary, 
Pearson, Miller and other valuable and practical aids to government. So 
they refused to nominate Mr. Nicoll, and chose in his stead Mr. John 
R. Fellows, who had taken a part in the prosecution of several of these 
same bribery cases, and who, curiously enough, had not taken a part 
in the prosecution of one of the most important of all—the one case in 
which, it was generally understood, a great corporation had advanced 
money to be used in behalf of the accused. The general dissatisfaction 
with this nomination was so marked that the Republican convention 
promptly placed the names of Mr. Nicoll and Mr. Martine upon its ticket. 
Its reasons for this course are obvious. 

* " * 

Mr. Martine will be elected, and he most thoroughly deserves elec- 
tion. But the fight for principle comes in the case of Mr. Nicoll. His 
nomination has received the approval and confirmation of the good citizens 
of New York, and his election should be a certain thing. We have spoken 
before this of his qualifications. He is an honest and an able man. He 
is young; but not too young to be a thoroughly trained and experienced 
lawyer. He knows his work; he can do it, and he will do it. 

* 3 * 

The trouble with the other man is, he will not do it. There are, 
we think, some readers of this paper who have followed its course with 
sufficient interest to know one thing—that when we speak in praise or 
blame of a candidate for public office we are not influenced by narrow 
partisan ideas. We will not malign a man because he is not our choice 
for office. We will not over-praise him because we desire to see him 


elected. We have no wish to speak harshly of Col. Fellows. We do not, 
in fact, pay much attention to many of the accusations that have been 
brought against him. We are not prepared to say that his improvidence 
and recklessness in private life necessarily unfit him for public office. But 
we can fairly tell our readers that his reputation among the members of 
his profession and among those who should know hi: best is not the sort 
of reputation a man should have who aspires to the place of public prose- 
cuting officer in this city at this time. It is our deliberate conviction that 
if Mr. Fellows be elected District Attorney, he will have neither the 
courage, the determination, or the self-denial to press the prosecution of 
the delinquent aldermen and their accomplices, in the face of the political 
pressure that will be brought to bear upon him. But we are equally cer- 
tain that Mr. Delancey Nicoll, as District Attorney, will carry this task 
through without fear or favor. He has no low alliances; he is not to be 
corrupted with money or with promise of preferment. In the matter of 
ability, he has nothing to concede to his rival, save his inferiority as a 
pleader to that veteran stump-speaker. But Mr. Nicoll is able to plead 
well, even brilliantly; and as a lawyer he is Col. Fellows’s superior. In 
preparing and trying a case, Fellows could do no such work as Nicol! 
could—and the trouble is, he wouz/d do no such work, 


There is a somewhat similar situation to this in Brooklyn politics. 
Mr. Chapin’s candidacy is unwelcome to the machine pc iticians, and so 
far as we know, Mr. Chapin stands beyond reproach as a public officer. 
The record of his services speaks well for him; his ability is unquestioned ; 
he should be the choice of Brooklyn’s citizens. They should certainly 
remember, when they cast their ballots, that Mr. Chapin has done one 
thing that ought to endear him to every right-minded voter. When he 
became a member of the Legislature, he was the attorney for a rich, 
powerful and famous corporation. He gave up this important business 
association because he held it inconsistent with, and potentially antago- 
nistic to his duty as a public officer. There are not too many instances of 
such delicate honesty. In Brooklyn and in New York, there is only one 
course for the voter who cares to help the cause of honest government. 
He must not only vote—he must work, and work hard, to elect the hon- 
est candidates, and to defeat the friends and allies of rings, bosses and 
corrupt polticians in general.

HOTEL PICTURES. 


RIDDLE that no one seems to be able to solve is, who 
paints the pictures that deface the walls of remote 
provincial hotels?
